Will Ship Redium Ore 


Twenty Tons To Comprise Shipment 


From Great Bear Lake District 

Twenty tons of radium ore from 
the Great Bear Lake,district will be 
brought out of Edmonton and taken 
east, according to Shirley R. Cragg, 
of the Eldorado Mining Company. 
Mr. Cragg was in Edmonton after an 
aeroplane trip into the discovery area. 

The shipment will be brought down
